_ Prove She Did Not Slay 
Dr. Baldwin 


‘Twenty-five witnesses were sub- 
poenaed yesterday to substantiate 


—that she did not kill Dr. Benja- 
min B. Baldwin, for whose death 
she is being held on a charge of 
murder—according to Attorney 8.
